GLADIOLUS CULTURE 


We have always listed the simple rules of gladiolus culture, and for those 
of you who haven't received our catalog in the past, we are repeating the fol- 
lowing: gr “ ; 


Plant gocd clean, healthy bulbs from a reliable gladiolus grower, in full 
sunlight, in well prepared soil. Plant from 3 to 6 inches apart in rows 2 feet 
apart from 3 to 6 inches deep, depending on the size of bulbs you have. If 
you had an infestation of thrip in your glad garden last season, dust your bulbs 
this winter with a 5% DDT mixture (caution as directions tell you). If you 
want to be more sure about them dip your bulbs in a mild solution of Lysol 
before planting them. One teaspoonful to each quart of water. Let them 
soak for 3 hours, drain for half hour and plant right away. 


If you have thrips fly in from your neighbors during the growing season, 
dust your glads with the 5% DDT or use the Tartar Emetic Formula—which © 
is | ounce tartar emetic, two ounces brown sugar to 3 gallons of water. Spray 
about every 10 days. ; 


Leave at least 4 leaves when cutting blooms. Harvest bulbs from 4 to 6 
weeks after blooming. Clean bulbs about 3 weeks after digging—store in 
cool, dry place, a temperature of 40 degrees is O.K.
